DEAR ALBEN: 

As I am out of the city I am unable to have a personal 
talk with you. If I were there, of course, that is the first 
thing I would do. 

I regret to learn from your speech in the senate on the 
tax veto that you thought I had in my message attacked 
the integrity of yourself and other members of the congress. 
Such you must know was not my intention. You and I may 
differ, and have differed on important measures, but that 
does not mean we question one another’s good faith. 

In working together to achieve common objectives we 
have always tried to accommodate our views so as not to 
offend the other whenever we could conscientiously do so. 
But neither of us can expect the other to go further. 

When on last Monday I read to you portions of my tax 
message and you indicated your disagreement, I made cer- 
tain changes as a result of our talk. You did not, however, 
try to alter my basic decision when you realized how 
strongly I felt about it. While I did not realize how very 
strongly you felt about that basic decision, had I known, I 
should not have tried to dissuade you from exercising your 
own judgment in urging the overriding of the veto. 

I sincerely hope that you will not persist in your an- 
nounced intention to resign as majority leader of the senate. 
If you do, however, I hope your colleagues will not accept 
your resignation; but if they do, I sincerely hope that they 
will immediately and unanimously re-elect you. 

With the many serious problems daily confronting us, 
it is inevitable that at times you should differ with your 
colleagues and differ with me.

Georgia-Devised 


Pregnancy Test 


What the nationally circulated 
“Modern Medicine” describes as a 
“reliable, inexpensive and time- 
saving” test for pregnancy devised 
by a group of Georgians is pre- 
sented to the nation’s doctors gen- 
erally by that publication in the 
February issue. 

The Journal says the inconven- 
iences, expense and difficulty of 
present practices may be overcome 
by the use of either two or six- 
hour tests devised by Herbert S. 
Kupperman, Ph. D.; Robert B. 
Greenblatt, M. D., and Charles R. 
Noback, Ph. D., of the University 
of Georgia School of Medicine at 
Augusta, Ga. 

Both tests involve injection of 
urine into rats Subsequent autop- 
sies give the examining physician 
the answer to the $64 (or more) 
question. 

Of 86 samples tested experi- 
mentally, 48 from pregnant wom- 
en and 38 from nonpregnant wom- 
en, only two yielded undecisive 
results; later tests on these two 
were strongly positive. 

A complete report of the tech- 
nique was first submitted in a 
“preliminary report” in the Jour- 
nal of Clinical Endocrinology.”

The Moscow communique, re- 
corded by the Soviet monitor, also 
reported several communities cap- 
tured northwest and west of Kri- 
voi Rog, iron mine center in the 
Dnieper bend won Tuesday by the 
Soviet forces of the south. 
FIGHTING IN STREETS 

The northern advance was con- 
firmed by a German high com- 
mand communique saying that “in 
the northern sector of the eastern 
front our detaching movements 
southwest and west of Lake Iimen 
were continued according to plan.” 

In the advance on Dno more 
than 150 populated places, includ- 
ing five railway stations, were tak- 
en by the Russians as they reach- 
ed the northern and eastern out- 
skirts of the town. The Russians 
are “engaged in street fighting” 
here the communique said. Dno 
is halfway between Staraya Russa, 
captured last week, and Pskov. 

Other forces driving down the 
railway from Leningrad and Luga 
took 30 more towns and hamlets. 
PORTS FEEL PRESSURE 

Soviet troops northwest of 
Pskov were last reported nearest 
this city where four railroads and 
two highways join. These troops, 
about 25 miles away, were fight- 
ing in difficult marsh and forest 
country where Moscow has re- 
ported no gains in recent days. 

To the south in the Ukraine the 
big Black Sea ports of Nikolaev 
and Kherson were brought under 
pressure by the Red Army follow- 
ing the reoccupation of Krivoi 
Rog. 

Victory all along the front from 
this region to the Baltic in the 
north rewarded the Red Army on 
its 26th anniversary, and tonight 
the birthday was celebrated with 
resounding salutes from the guns 
of Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev, 
Dnepropetrovsk, Gomel and Ros- 
tov. 

To the north the Red Army, 
which in the third year of the 
war has proved itself the most 
powerful land force in the world, 
was fighting on historic battle- 
fields. Twenty-six years ago the 
Russians and the Germans fought 
in the regions of Pskov and Nar- 
va but then the Germans were de- 
feating the Russians. Today the 
Red Army pushed close to Pskov 
and all but encircled Narva.

“Reports have appeared in the 
foreign press,’ it said, “that al- 
legediy Russian planes dropped 
bombs in the area of Stockholm. 
All these reports are not in ac- 
cérdance with the facts. No Rus- 
sian planes have been in the area 
of Stockholm and _ consequently 
could not have dropped bombs in 
that area.” 

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 23.—(4)— 
The Swedish telegraph agency 
said today that Russian lettering 
had been found on bomb frag- 
ments at Straengnaes, 40 miles 
west of Stockholm, after a small 
number of foreign planes dropped 
explosives there and on the capital 
last night.

“Dear Alben:” 

Barkley won over Harrison by one vote as successor to the late 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas. 

Barkley’s choice was by way of reward for keynoting the 1932 
convention which nominated Roosevelt. He worked for the second 
term, then the third term. 

In the interim, Governor A. B. (Happy) Chandler. of Ken- 
tucky, tried for Barkley’s senate seat. The President intervened in 
Barkley’s behalf and Chandler was defeated. Chandler succeeded 
to the other Kentucky seat in the senate later. 

The President once described Barkley as a man who had a 
sense of perspective whereby little things are not unduly magni- 
fied and the larger things of life are not minimized.” 

a Barkley in turn said of the New Deal that it brought the nation 
up the steep Slopes that lead to individual and national economic 
and social security.”

‘Job Clinic’ Helps H andicapped 
Find Places in War Industry 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 
When Colleen Moore,sof Thom- 
aston, entered the “employment 


clinic” at the state capitol yester- 
day she was a 19-year-old girl who 
had never had a job in her life 
because infantile paralysis left 
both her legs and her left arm 
useless since infancy. 

When she came out of the capi- 
tol, Miss Moore was headed for a 
job as an aircraft inspector at the 
Warner Robins depot, near Macon. 
Joyously excited as she left for 
Macon to go into training for her 
first job, the handicapped girl ex- 
pressed thanks for the “employ- 
ment clinic,” and said: “I think 
it is wonderful; we handicapped 
people want to help win the war, 
too.” 


200 GET JOBS 


Winning the war and rehabili- 
tating handicapped persons were 
joint themes of the clinic spon- 
sored by the vocational education 
division of the State Education 
Department, in session again to- 
day and tomorrow. 

By bringing some 500 handicap- 
ped Georgians face-to-face with 
employers’ representatives from 
war plants and shipyards of the 
southeast, the department hopes 
to relieve the manpower short- 
age and give jobs to the lame, the 
halt and the blind. 

The polio girl was one of near- 
ly 200 who got a job during the 
first day. 

Attracting much attention as he 
rolled himself about the capitol 
on small wheels, legless Claud N. 
Farrow, of Winder, also is headed 
for Warner Robins Field, as a 
mechanic helper. He lost his legs 
in a train accident in 1913 at El- 
berton. Strangely enough, how- 
ever, Farrow has been driving 
taxicabs and trucks since that 
time—using a special clutch.

“Loss of an arm or leg on the 
battlefront today is not as handi- 
capping a casualty as it was in 
the last war.” Lieutenant Colonel 
Fred C. Lowry. chief of surgical 
service, Lawson General hospital, 
told Decatur Rotarians, at their 
weekly luncheon-meeting yester- 
day. 

“Lawson General, originated 
three years ago, is one of the term- 
inal evacuation points of the Unit- 
ed States Army, handling routine 
and battle operation casualties, 
and neuro-surgical cases,” Colonel 
Lowry explained, “We get men 
within five days after injuries oc- 
cur, to give you some idea of our 
hospital service efficiency. 

Colonel Lowry told of the 
course of training given men los- 
ing arms or legs, and their special 
fitting with artificial limbs from 
the hospital shop. “Before they 
leave, they have to pass tests. For 
arms, they must handle a glass of 
water, open a door, or hold ob- 
jects; for legs, they must go to a 
USO dance.” 

Praising the young doctors on 
battlefields, who operate from 
portable surgical units, and ad- 
vances in therapeutics such as the 
sulpha drugs and penicillin, Colo- 
nel Lowry said that they had 
saved more men than aes pos- 
sible.

It is true that 
many underweight individuals can 
gain much needed flesh if they 
supplement their ordinary diet 
with a good daily ration of vita- 
min B complex. But on the 
other hand, it is equally true that 
overweight individuals can reduce 
with less comfort and less risk 
to health and strength and good 
looks if they supplement their re- 
ducing diet with a good daily ra- 
tion of vitamins, especially Bl 
(thiamin) and B2 (riboflavin), 
which are essential for maintain 
ing good carbohydrate betabolism 
or combustion and vitamin 
which is essential for utilization 
of calcium.

Now, does this 
mean two entirely different diets, 
or can you give us some magic 
diet that works both ways?” 


Well, among other things, there 
is magic in nutrition and, what- 
ever you are trying to do about 
your weight or anyone else’s, the 
menus should be built around the 
same basic essentials—fruits, veg- 
etables, milk and cheese, butter, 
whole grains, and meat, fish or 
fowl. That is a reducing diet for 
the overweight and it’s also the 
first third of the calories needed 
by the underweight. 


Plan a familygbreakfast that in- 
cludes fruit juice, whole grain ce- 
real, toast and coffee. The over- 
weight takes skim milk on the 
cereal and one thin slice of toast 
scarcely buttered. The thin man 
is entitled to raisins or dates or 
figs or plums mixed in with the 
cereal for an extra 100 calories 
and whole milk plus cream—if it’s 
to be had—for another 200 extra. 
He can use all the butter the over- 
weight doesn’t need on toast, and 
jam besides. If he is inclined to 
be nervous, his coffee should be 
very hot so he won't notice it isn’t 
too strong.

Repression of Prostitution 


Elliot Ness was one of those speaking yesterday to the South- 
eastern Regional Conference on Social Hygiene in annual con- 
ference in Atlanta. 

Director of the Social Protection Division of the Federal 
Security Agency, Ness came to the agency after a sensational, 
yet practical, success in ridding Cleveland, Ohio, of various 
municipal abuses. 

He went straight to the peace officers of the nation. In final 
analysis the job was their job. 

He got the co-operation of police officers. This was not always 
easy. But he got it. 

In 662 cities red light districts were closed. 

In the Army.and Navy the venereal rate began to come down. 
The present record is the best war record we have ever had. The 
venereal rate per thousand men per year in the War Between 
the States (Federal) was 210; in the Spanish-American War 140, 
and in World War I 110. 

In the present war the rate in 1940 was 80 per thousand men 
for the Navy, 43 for the Army; in 1941 it was 51 for the Navy 
and 41 for the Army; in 1942 it was 36 for the Navy and 38 for 
the Army; and for the first six months of 1943 the rate was 30 
for the Navy and 25 for the Army. Figures for the last six months 
are not available. 

To all concerned go the thanks of a nation. To Elliot Ness 
goes a large share of the thanks. He took it out of the field of 
statistics and theory and “deploring” and put it in the field of 
police repression where it belonged. He got co-operation and 
results.

Bootsie’s practice to plead, by means of 
short yelps and quick dashes in the direction of the kitchen, for 
her own food. She would act like a little typhoon until the dis- 
penser of dog rations moved toward said kitchen, Then she be- 
came a hurricane, 

Now she is just as keen, just as much of the qui vive, but she 
doesn't dash around as she once did. Instead she sits, perhaps with 
a quiver of anticipation, and watches the face of she who feeds 
little dogs and cats, waiting for the expression that tells her the 
time for food is at hand. Presumably she doesn’t dash around 
because, doing so, she would inevitably shift her eyes from the 
important face and, not hearing, thus might miss the signal. 


When Bootsie takes that final nocturnal run around outdoors, 
just before bedtime, she has adopted new ways of telling us she 
wants to come in. In younger days she barked and jumped at the 
closed door. So much so, we had to reinforce the screening, other- 
wise she knocked it loose too frequently. 


Now she may, quite gently, scratch at the door with a paw. 
Usually, when we open the door, she is sitting in patient waiting, 
back turned to the door, gazing out on the dark, night street. 

She doesn’t hear the opening of the door, so she just sits there, 
still waiting, until we gently touch her with a toe and then she 
turns and trots sedately into the house and to her own sleeping place. 


She has a particular fondness for lying beneath an article of 
furniture with rather short legs. She used to come out at a call, 
but now. deaf as she is, we have to kneel and reach under and take 
hold of nearést leg and pull, to let her know she must be stirring. 

On the whole, it doesn’t seem that too 


MUST BE PEACEFUL much sympathy should be extended 


Bootsie just because she is deaf. After all, she is getting on in years, 
as canine life is measured, and she must have heard about every- 
thing worth while hearing in a doggy world. 

She doesn’t have to make conversation, so deafness is really no 
handicap for her. Perhaps there is a dog language, but if there is 
Bootsie has never been very keen on canine companionship. She 
never was one to run around with the neighborhood dogs, seeming 
happier and more content on her own home grounds with her own 
humans. 

And it must be nice, in many respects, not to hear the oft-time 
blatant noises of the world. Deaf, you are not bothered with argu- 
ments and inane conversations. Deaf, you don’t have to hear weary 
repetitions of old jokes nor respond to those perpetual questions, 
“How you feeling today?” and “Well, does this weather suit you?’ 


To live in the utter peace of perpetual silence. If you were a 
dog, thus avoiding the embarrassment of not understanding and not 
responding to the things other people say to you, complete quietude 
must have its recompense. 

And, in Bootsie’s case, there is one blessing in deafness that must 
go far to offset any loss involved. 

All-her life Bootsie -has been afraid of thunder. At the first 
rumblings of approaching storm she would sneak, tail tucked be- 
tween legs, into the most remote corner of the darkest cupboard she 
could find with open door. And there she would lie, a tight little 
hall of terrified fur, until the heavens had gone back to normal 
quiet, until the snores of Thor had ended. 

Then, when so many planes from the training station began to 
pass, to and fro, above our house, at all hours of day or night, 
Bootsie lived in almost perpetual nervous trouble. For she couldn't 
distinguish between the hum of a plane and the thunder she hated. 

Now she can hear neither. So the fear has left her little heart. 
That must be one of the big blessings of canine deafness.

The Tokyo acknowledgment may have far greater significance 
than we are able to see on the surface. 

For practically the first time since the war started the Tokyo 
government has substantially admitted the results of a major naval 
engagement as reported by an_American communique. 

Admiral Nimitz; our Pacific naval commander, had claimed the 
sinking of 19 Jap vessels at Truk, seven more probably sunk, and 
the destruction of at least 201 enemy planes. The Japs have ad- 
mitted the sinking of 18 ships and the loss of 120 planes. 


Never before have the men of Nippon approached such fran«- 
ness. After knocking them all over the lot in the Coral Sea battle, 
they admitted nothing, but claimed instead that the United States 
had been reduced to the ranks of a fourth-rate sea power. 


Later on, following: another major naval engagement, Tokyo said 
we had been reduced to a third-rate power. At the time of the 
Pearl Harbor sneak attack they claimed that our fleet had been 
virtually knocked out. 

Heretofore the results of every clash between our forces and their 
own in the Pacific have been grossly distorted to make it 
we had suffered a defeat, So far as known, the Japanese 
were never told anything about the battle of Midway, where 
routed their fleet in one of the greatest victories of the war. 

Now, for the first time, the Tokyo government

claimed by our naval commanders in connection with the attack 
on Truk, 

It is interesting to note that the Tokyo acknowledgment was 
made simultaneously with the announcement that both the chiefs 
of the Japanese army and navy general staffs had been relieved 
of their posts. 

The latter is equivalent to an announcement here that both Gen- 
eral George Marshall, Army chief of staff, and Admiral King. chief 
of naval operations, had been ousted from their present positions. 

Only a few days previously, Premier Tojo had announced 
first major shake-up in the Japanese cabinet. He found it necessary 
to oust the ministers of finance, agriculture, and transportation— 
three fields*in which Japan's war economy is meeting its greatest 
difficulties, 

We do not know all that is going on inside Japan. but 
accumulation of these events may have the widest significance 
relation to the length of the Pacific war. 

Our recent victories, first in the Solomons, then in the Gilberts, 
more lately in the Marshalls, and now at Truk, have taken some 
thing of the swagger out of Japan. The Tokyo radio is no longer 
chattering so much about crushing the United States and Britain. 

The people who for years have been fed on a steady diet of 
Japanese invincibility are now being warned of the “grave situa- 
tion” that confronts the nation and of the “decisive battle of the 
Pacific” that is now beginning. 

It represents a complete reversal 
the Japanese government. 
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REALIZE WAR LOST The truth of it 
ernment sources 
the Japanese warlords now realize they have 
the Nazis realize it in Germany. 

No one can say what the new about-face of the Japanese gov- 
ernment means in terms of the ultimate end of the war, but it has 
obvious possibilities. Having been fed this diet of invincibility 
so long, it will be interesting to see how the people stand up under 
a defeatist attitude of their leaders. 

The real test will come when the air bombardment of Japan's 
paper-and-straw cities begins in earnest. It is not beyond the realm 
of possibility that the people will rise against their war leaders 
then and end the bloody business before it is allowed to come to 
its normal conclusion. 

As for the new consciousness of inevitable defeat 
undoubtedly come over Tojo, he must have arrived at 
clusion irretrievably when he received reports that the si 
ican task force which is now on the offensive in 
greater in size and strength than the entire Japanese navy.

It really was so funny we all 
had to laugh.

Many taxes which you have 
paid during the year constitute de- 
ductions you can make in calcu- 
lating your federal income tax. 

For example, state and local 
taxes are generally deductible. If 
you live in a state which imposes 
an income tax, and if you pay 
such a tax, you may deduct the 
amount paid. Similarly, you may 
deduct the amount of sales taxes 
which you have paid, if they are 
imposed by the law of your state 
on the purchaser of goods, or if 
they are separately stated—that is, 
added to the sales price and ¢ol- 
lected as a separate item. How- 
inheritance, or gift 
taxes, and special assessments are 
not deductible. 


The federal social security tax | 


for old age benefits which is de- 
ducted from your check is not de- 
ductible, but if you work in a state 


which imposes an unemployment | 


insurance tax on employes, the 
amount of such state tax can be 
deducted. 

Among the federal taxes which 
you may deduct in calculating 
your federal income tax are: 

Admissions and cabaret charge 
taxes, 


Automobile use (stamp) tax. 

Boat use (stamp) tax. 

Club dues tax. 

Safe deposit rental tax. 

Telephone and telegraph taxes. 

You cannot, under any circum- 
stances, take a deduction for the 
federal income tax or (to repeat) 
federal estate and gift taxes. The 
purchaser of furs or jewelry may 
not deduct the amount of the fed- 
eral tax even though it has been 
paid by him as a separate item at 
the time of the purchase, nor may 
he deduct the federal cigarette or 
cigar tax. 

The amount of taxes which you 
have paid, and which you are en- 
titled to deduct, should be entered 
as Item 13, in Column 1 on the 
first page of Form 1040, and the 
taxes should be listed in Schedule 
F on Page 3 of the return. 

Taxes are not deductible for 
Victory tax purposes, as distinct 
from federal income tax, unless 
they are incurred in a trade or 
business, or in the production or 
collection of income, or in the 
production or collection of income, 
or in the maintenance of property 
held for the production of income. 
If you have paid such taxes which 
you are authorized to deduct for 
Victory Tax purposes, the amount 
thereof should be included in Line 
16, Column 2, on Page 1 of the 
return form. 

PERSONAL EXEMPTION 

Personal exemption for taxpay- 
ers using Form 1040 is as follows: 
a single person, or a married per- 
son not living with husband or 
wife, is entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $500; a husband and 
wife living together are entitled 
to an exemption of $1,200, which 
may all be claimed in a joint re- 
turn, or, in the case of separate 
returns, may be divided between 
them in any way they agree. (A 
married person is deemed to be 
“living with” his or her spouse 
even though the spouse is away 
from home serving in the armed 
forces.) 

The head of a family is entitled 
to an exemption of $1,200. The 
“head of a family” is an individ- 
ual who actually supports and 
maintains in one household one 
or more persons related to him 
by blood, marriage or adoption, 
and over whom he has some moral 
or legal right to exercise family 
control. 

Examples of “head of family”: 
Widow maintaining a home and 
supporting her children; brother 
supporting his sister, incapable of 
self-support, in his home, if she 
has the status of a dependent and 
not that of an employe; an un- 
married son or daughter support- 
ing a mother. 

If a member of the family is 
temporarily absent from the 
household (e. g., a child at school 
or in the hosiptal) or if the head 
of the family is obliged, for some 
reason, to maintain his depend- 
ents in some other place, he may 
still be entitled to the exemption.
